made public here today, arraigned 
the Mexican government in severe 
term s and characterized 
it 
as

studied attem pt 
to 
ensnare 
the 
American consular agent in the in­ 
tricacies of legal proceedings. 
No ultim atum was served and no 
indication was given out of what 
the governm ent's course would be 
if Jenkins is not released im mediate­ 
ly. 
“The Mexican governm ent” , says 
the American note, “cannot expect 
th e United States to accept such a 
bare. unsupported statem ent of a 
valid excuse.” 
Jenkins, weak and exhausted in a 
hospital, the note says, has been 
harrassed by the Mexican authori­ 
ties while evidence against him was 
obtained through 
intim idation 
of 
witnesses. 
The American note be­ 
gins by saying the United States de­ 
clines to be drawn into a discuss­ 
ion of irrelevant or unim portant and 
sa y s the request for the consular 
agent’s release is founded on right 
and justice. 
The United States, the note sa y s. 
is constrained to the opinian that 
the Carranza argum ents that the 
case is being investigated and that 
Jenkins has not taken the opportuni­ 
ty to avail himself of bail are “ mere 
excuses.” 
This government, the note says, 
does not admit that it is necessary 
to keep Jenkins in jail while his 
case is beinr investigated and that 
this government “ fails to discern" 
that the “ intricacies of the Mexican 
penal code” have been applied with 
im partial justice to Jenkins. 
The United Slates is not to be 
driven by subtile argum ents, says 
the note “ into a defense of its re­ 
quest for the release qf Mr. Jen ­ 
kins. 
It is for Mexico to show rea­ 
sons for his detention, not for the 
United States to show cause for his 
liberation.” Then the 
note 
says. 
i "Stript of extraneous m atter with 
* which the Mexican note of Nov. 26 
endeavors to clothe it, the naked 
of Jenkins stand* forth. The 
note then reviews the history of the 
case and takes up the argum ent. 
Jenkins was imprisoned for “ ren­ 
dering false judicial testim ony” in 
connection 
with the abduction of 
which he was the victim, says the 
note. “ In whose interest 
is 
the 
charge of false swearing brought 
against Jenkins,” asks Che note, “ the 
Mexican government is persecuting 
the victim instead of the perpetra­ 
tors of the crim e.” 
The note says the only conclusion 
this government can draw is that 
Mexico has made a studied effort 
to ensnare Jenkins in legal intrica­ 
cies to divert the attention of the 
American and Mexican people from 
the fact that the second largest city 
in Mexico is overrun by bandits and

By the Associated Press 
NEW YORK, Nov. 30.— Ninety-six 
hundred 
Presbyterian churches in 
the United States were advised to­ 
day th at the teachings of Jesus 
Christ would solve the whole indus­ 
trial problem. These churches were 
urged by Dr. John McDowell, direc­ 
tor of the social service division of 
the -Presbyterian New E ra 
move­ 
m ent to apply the teachings of Jes­ 
us understandingly to the solution 
of industrial questions. 
Dr. McDowell declared th a t the 
15 th verse of the 18 th chapter of 
M atthew constituted 
“th e law of 
brotherhood, conciliation and arbi­ 
tration “and he urged its applica­ 
tion to present day industrial moves. 
The Bible reference reads: 
“ Moreover,* if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell 
him his fault between thee and hisn 
alone; if he shall hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother.” 
Dr. McDowell urged the church 
members and pastors to get in touch 
w ith outstanding groups 
of 
their 
com munities, such as employers and 
employes, boards of education and 
teachers, 
political, 
recreational, 
press health, official social and dis­ 
turbing groups, learn their points 
of view and side with them when 
right. 
“ I believe,” h ^ said, “ th at event­ 
ually there will be industrial courts, 
sim ilar to city, state and federal 
courts, in which labor disputes can 
be solved. These courts would be 
graded as are the 
present 
local 
courts with the right of appeal.” 
Dr. McDowell called attention to 
the following Social Creed adopted 
by the Presbyterian General Assem­ 
bly in 1910: 
“ Acknowledgement of the obliga­ 
tions of 
w ealth; 
application

Christian principles to the conduct

industrial 
organizations; 
more 
equitable 
distribution 
of

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30— W ar ex­ 
perience plainly shows the necessity 
for fundam ental reorganization of 
the arm y and of the w ar departm ent 
itself, Secretary Baker declared .to­ 
day in his annual report. He recom­ 
mended th at the emergency organiza­ 
tion, reduced to peace-time size, be 
made perm anent, and approved the 
general staff bill for a regular es­ 
tablishm ent “adequate in size to be 
the nucleus of any great m ilitary 
mobilization the country may he call­ 
ed upon to m ake’’ and backed up by 
a system of universal training. 
“In such a policy,” Mr. B aker 
said, “the accent is upon the citizen 
and not the soldier; the officers be­ 
coming a perm anent corps of experts 
and the men a body tem porarily de­ 
voting a portion of their tim e to 
m ilitary training in order that they 
may enter civil life with a sense of 
national service ami w ith superior 
equipm ent for su ed es.” 
“ It is difficult to believe,” he 
said, denying any danger of mili­ 
tarism , 
“th at 
an arm y 
could 
be 
formed of Americans, educated 
our common schools, raised in the 
free and dem ocratic atm osphere of 
our institutions, which would still 
be hostile to those institutions and 
liberties. The W orld W ar has shown 
quite clearly that arirges reflect tie 
spirit of the people from whom t h 3y 
come rather than create a spirit of 
their own, so th at the size of the 
arm y is not so im portant from the 
point of view now under considera­ 
tion as the kind of an arm y.” 
The selective service law was ac­ 
cepted as a fair means of assigning 
men to m ilitary service in tim e of 
war, Mr. B aker said, but com pulsory 
service in tim e of peace would be “a 
poor substitute for 
the tfolunte*? 
principle properly applied.” Raising 
a standing arm y by financial induce­ 
ment is too costly to contemple e, 
he added, leaving only the m ethod 
of 
making enlistm ent in the arm y 
an educational opportunity” to fur­ 
nish the troops. 
The recom mendation for an in­ 
creased standing army, he declared. 
should not be taken to indicate a 
disinclination toward the prospect of 
disarm am ent. 
“Those who know the spirit of the 
American arm y,” the secretary said, 
will not ascribe it to any provocat­ 
ive temper. There is glory left in th e 
career and sacrifice of the soldier, 
but the mild and spectacular contests 
of an earlier age have Decon«*» a 
stern and cruel business, and while 
ere is cheerful willingness to en­ 
counter the privations and m ake the 
sacrifices which w ar demands, the
